A public hearing scheduled by 
the Alabama Public Service commission 
for Wednesday, Jan. 26, at the court- 
house in Elba, was cancelled on 
Tuesday of this week when the Sea- 
board System Railroad withdrew its 
petition seeking permission to close the 
railroad’s dual agency in Elba and New 
Brockton. 


FEBRUARY

We did have a cold Christmas in Coffee County. We don’t 
have any accurate records to back us up, but feel reasonably 
sure it was the coldest Christmas on record.

We read with a bit of remorse that Morrison’s of 
Montgomery was closing their downtown eating establish- 
ment We looked at the calendar and figured that 
something over 25 years ago, that was a regular eating place 
for us on Sunday evening. We were living in Montgomery, 
single and residing in a boarding house that didn’t feed the 
Sunday evening meal, and us young bucks would troop into 
Morrison's and eat until our hearts were content and our 
stomachs overloaded 
We watched several college bowl games during the 
Christmas holidays, and some were good and others not so 
good. We were well pleased with the performance of both 
teams during the Hall of Fame game. The Holiday Bowl 
stunk - it ended with a flare, but during the game things 
were rather sloppy. No one watching the Sun Bowl game 
and rooting for Alabama could: have been disappointed 
because they took charge from the start and never lost 
control. SMU players thought they were too good for 
a team like Alabama, and before they could regroup, 
Alabama had the game under control, Alabama didn’t play 
the same team that Texas played on national TV. Except for 
watching Dallas slop around and lose in the pro ranks, that

The 
artist and writer is Jessie 
DuBose Rhoads. She was 
reared on a family farm in 
Coffee County, Alabama 
during the early years of the 
twentieth century. Following 
her marriage to a second 
husband in 1947, she moved 
with him to Pennsylvania 
and began painting. She 
painted periodically for the 
next several years, finally 
returning to Alabama with 
Mr. Rhoads following his 
retirement in 1959. Two 
years later she turned to 
painting for therapy in 
attempting to recover from a 
serious illness. It was during 
this period that she began to 
draw upon her childhood 
memories of rural Southern 
life for subject matter in her 
paintings. 

The painting career of 
Mrs. Rhoads ended in’ 1972, 
but not before she had 
virtually completed an 
ambitious task she had set 
for herself. Not unlike a 
number of other untrained 
painter, she wanted to record 
her fondest memories of 
childhood and the situations 
that marked significant 
events in her adult life. She 
recognized that many of the 
things she was able to 
remember so vividly would 
not likely be repeated in 
today's world, Therefore, 
she chose to share these 
memories by taking up a 
brush and painting in her 
own unique way. In addition 


to painting subjects from 
memory, she recorded her 
reasons for graphically 


depicting those recollections 


and described all of the 
important details in each 
portion of her work. 

The text, which is 


included in this book, was 
edited by Columbus Museum 
of Arts and Sciences curator 
Fred Fussell, from over 200 
typewritten pages which 
were compiled from various 
handwritten, typed and 
dictated narratives produced 
by Jessie Rhoads. She 
affectionately recalls her 
childhood years in Coffee 
County from the early 1900's 
until shortly before her 
father’s death in 1913. Her 
Writings and paintings 
covered a wide range of 
subjects in rural south 
Alabama. including box 
suppers. watermelon

Jessie Rhoads was a pro- 
lific artist during her short 
career, as more than 150 
paintings are known to exist 
to date. For illustrative 
purposes, 20 of her paintings 
have been selected for full- 
color reproduction in this 
volume. The publication of a 
book of her remembrances 
and selected paintings had 
been her ultimate goal. 

Readers of this book will 
be grateful that Jessie 
Rhoads cared enough about 
her childhood memories to 
share them with us through 
her paintings and writings. 

Project editor Fred 
Fussell, a native of Alabama, 
has been a student of the folk 
life and traditional culture of 
the deep south since the late 
1960's. He has served as @ 
consultant to many projects 
in historic preservation and 
folk lore in the Southeast, 
including the Festival of 
American Folk Life in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and the 
World's Fair in Knoxville, 
Tennessee. In 1982, he or- 
ganized a touring exhibition 
of the works of Jessie 


DuBose Rhoads,

Christmas Plants & Decor 


Imagine the Christmas 
holiday season seen through 
the eyes of a toddler; the 
colorful, bright lights, 
yuletide fires, unique plants 


and trees coupled with 
multiple activities and 
celebrations. 

While the season 


presents itself in a 
flamboyant way, Christmas 
can become a time of crisis if 
certain objects of the season 
find their way into a child's 
mouth, 

The Alabama _ Poison 
Center and Southeast 
Alabama Emergency 
Medical Services, Inc. warns 
all consumers to help prevent 
the drastic rise in poisonings 
which occur during the 
holiday season, 

‘*We do not want to alarm 
people unnecessarily. 
However, it is important to 


know that some holiday 
items have the potential for 
creating a serious 


poisoning,’ Dr, Phillip K. 
Bobo, medical director of the 
Center said. ‘‘By taking a 
few minutes to become 
aware of which items can be 
problems and __ taking 
necessary precautions, the 
Christmas season can be safe 
and enjoyable.” L 

Dr. Bobo warned about 
bubbling Christmas tree 
lights which contain a fluid 
called methylene chloride. 
The fluid is harmful if it is 
ingested or inhaled. 

Although the Yule logs 
burning in the fireplace ure 
beautiful, they contain fire 
salts which produce their 
multicolor flames. Dr. Bobo 
explained if these salts are 
ingested they can cause 
heavy metal poisoning. 

“Colognes and perfumes 
exchanged as gifts, as well as 
alcoholic beverages found 
more frequently in the house 
during the holidays can be 


deadly,"' Dr. Bobo said. In 
relatively small amounts, 
(one-half to one ounce) 
alcohol may cause severe 
problems in a child. 

Dr. Bobo suggested that 
parents keep alcoholic 
beverages out of the reach of 
small children, ‘‘After 
parties make sure all glasses 
are emptied and not left 
setting on tables. Often 
curious children empty the 
glasses as they have seen 
adults do.” 

“With the advent of 
pocket calculators, electric 
watches and cameras, a new 
form of danger has been 
introduced into the home-the 
disk or button battery,"’ Dr. 
Bobo said. ‘‘When the 
battery is swallowed it often 
becomes lodged en route on 
its way out. This presents a 
hazard of very serious 
potential.” 

Dr. Bobo explained that 
Poinsettias are mot as 
poisonous as_ originally 
believed. The plants are 
harmful only if ingested in 
large amounts. 


‘*Holly, Jerusalem 
Cherry and Mistletoe, 
however, are highly toxic 


plants. If any part of these 
plants is swallowed the 
Alabama Poison Center 
should be called immediatly. 
Holly and Mistletoe above 
doorways does not ensure 
safety. One or two berries 
which have fallen to the floor 
may cause — significant 
poisoning or even death in 
children,’’ Dr. Bobo warned. 

With all the excitement of 
the holiday season, it's easy 
to become vulnerable to 
many hazards. Plan wisely 
and avoid accidents before 
they occur. If you have a 
question or suspect a poison- 
ing, call the Alabama Poison 
Center anytime, toll-free:

Have you been thinking 
about weatherizing your 
home, but haven't had the 
time or money to get it done?

Through a_ special 
arrangement with the Coop- 
erative's lending agency 
REA, South Alabama 
Electric is now able to make 
low interest Energy Resource 
Conservation (ERC) loans to 
its members for the purpose 
of financing cost effective 
weatherization measures. 
The interest rate on these 
loans is a low S percent. To 
qualify for the loan, you must 
be a member of South 
Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive. have a_ satisfactory 
credit check and “‘light bill’ 
payment record, and a need 
for weatherization measures. 

The following is a break- 
down on the new ERC Loan 
Program: 

1. ERC loans may be pro- 
vided to finance the cost of 
materials and labor for caulk- 
ing, weatherstripping, 
ceiling insulation, wall in- 
sulation, floor insulation, 
duct insulation, pipe insula- 
tion, water heater insulation, 
storm windows, thermal win- 
dows, storm and thermal 
doors, clock thermostats, 
attic ventilation fans, and 
heat pump systmes which 
reduce consumption of 
energy. 

2. The interst rate on ERC 
loans will be 5% per annun 
on the unpaid balance ot | 
loan. 

3. ERC loans to finance the 
cost of energy conservation 
measures will be limited to a 
minimum of $300 and a 


maximum of $3,000 per unit. 
4. Loans made to members, 
who do the work themselves, 
will be limited to the cost of 
the materials and 
equipment. 


5. The ERC loans will be 
amotized as follows: 
(a.) Loans not exceeding 
$1000 will be amortized in 
not more than 24 months. 
(b.) Loans exceeding 
$1000 but not exceeding 
$2000 will be amortized in 
not more than 36 months. 
(c.) Loans exceeding 
$2000 will be amortized in 
not more than 48 months.

We must remember, 
there is all the difference in 
the world between Christmas 
and Christ. Millions make a 
holiday over Chirstmas, and 
often only a mockery over 
Christ. Too often, Christ is 
cruelly crowded out of the 
special day which is intended 
as a day to remember Him. 
Holiness is hidden 
underneath a, pile of holly. 
The wreath is’ hung higher 
than the Cross, and worst of 
all, the precious Savior all too 
often is surplanted by Santa 
Claus. 

But without Christ, there 
can be no true Christmas. 
Without Him there is 
nothing about which to sing, 
or anything over which to 
rejoice. Outward merriment, 
too often, becomes inward 
mockery to the starved soul. 
It is time for all to turn back 
to the old prescription of 
Doctor Luke. Let us medi- 
tate upon his words:

Decrease In Food Siamp 


Benefiis Beginning In March 


Some households receiv- 
ing food stamps in Alabama 
will see a slight decrease in 
their benefits beginning in 
March. 

The lowered benefits are 
the result of increases in 
payments for federal 
programs other than food 
stamps. Increases in Social 
Security, Supplemental 
Security Income and bene- 
fits through the Veterans Ad- 
ministration go into effect in 
January. 

‘“‘The decreased food 
stamp benefits will affect 
households with income from 
Social Security, SSI or VA 
benefits,’’ said Ron Smith, 


director of the Coffee County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. ‘‘As their income 
from these programs goes 


up, their food stamps will 


be slightly reduced. 


In addition, he said, 
increases in income will 
result in termination from 
the food stamp program for a 
small number of households 
in the state at the end of 
December. 

Rules governing the food 
stamp program are the same 
nationwide. A household's 
food stamp benefit is based 
on the family’s size and its 
income, so that, as the 


family’s income goes up, the 
amount the household 
receives in food stamps goes 
down, 

The most income that a 
family of four can have and 
still quality for stamps is 
$1,073 a month in gross 
income and $825 in net 
income after allowed deduc- 
tions. A family of four with 
an income that high would 
qualify for only $6 a month in 
stamps. 


In Coffee County, the 
food stamp program benefits 
1650 households who receive 
$165,000 worth of stamps 
every month.

Group Home Help More 
Than 1,000 Children 


The Department of 
Pensions and Security is 
currently providing financial 
support to more than 1,000 
children in 52 child care 
institutions and group homes 
in Alabama. Generally the 
facilities serve children 
between the ages of six and 
18. 

There are a number of 
circumstances which 
necessitated separating 
these children from their 
families. Some of them were 
removed from their parents’ 
custody to remedy or prevent 
abuse or neglect, Others 
were referred by parents 
frustrated by the child’s 
chronically unruly, rebellious 
behavior. 

“Regardless of the 
reason, any child who cannot 
remain with his family needs 
to have somewhere to go. 
That is why group homes and 


child care institutions are so 
important,’’ said Leon 
Frazier, commissioner of the 
state Department of 
Pensions and Security. 

‘Helping these children 
now can often decrease the 
chances that we will have to 
deal with them under less 
than ideal circumstances 
later on."” 

Many of the facilities 
providing services to these 
children are funded primarily 
by federal! funds provided to 
the state through Title XX of 
the Social Security Act. The 
Department of Pensicns and 
Security, which licenses the 
institutions, administers 
Title XX in Alabama. 

Group homes and child 
care facilities in the state fit 
into three major categories: 
shelter care, foster care, and 
services for children with 
emotional or behavioral 


problems. 

Shelter care, which is 
usually provided for short 
periods of time, is sometimes 
‘necessary to prevent abuse 
or neglect at the hands of 
parents. 

Foster care serves a 
purpose similar to shelter 
care, but for a longer period. 

Foster care in a group 
home setting, where children 
can associate with others 
with similar problems, is 
sometimes more beneficial 
than foster care in a family 
home. 

“The majority of the 
children in group homes and 
child care institutions are 
referred by county 
Departments of Pensions and 
Security, but many others’ 
are referred by probation 
offices, law enforcement 
officials, and parents,’’ said 
Frazier.
